Without Federal Action— Minnesota 


Case Is Affected. 


W ashington, April 
22.— T he 
unex­ 
pected entry of tho federal govern­ 
m ent in the sta te ra te cases, for more 
tha n a y ear before the U nited S tates 
suprem e court, w as m ark ed by the 
filing of a brief prepared by \y 
T. 
Denison, 
assista nt 
attorney general, 
hostile to the sta te s which m ain ain 
the right to regulate com m erce w here 
it is betw een intra sta te points. 
T hre e points a re m ade by the fed­ 
eral attorney in his argum e nt against 
the contention of the M innesota and 
othe r state authorities, all of them de­ 
ny ing the right of the sta te to regu­ 
late inte rsta te com m erce in any p ar­ 
ticular. 
A sserting the right of congress to 
regulate inte rsta te com m erce Mr. D en­ 
ison’s brief 
m aintains 
that 
a rate 
m ade by a sta te railroad com m ission 
w hich interfe res with Inte rstate rates 
is void w ithout federal action. 
T he 
brief then ascribes to the Interstate 
com m erce com m ission all pow er to 
regulate inte rsta te com m erce which is 
possessed by congress itself. 


Brief Copies Texas Case. 


T he brief is a copy of one subm itted 
to the com m erce court in a case in 
w hich certain T exas railroads are try ­ 
ing to restra in the federal governm ent 
and the inte rsta te com m erce com m is­ 
sion from m ak ing orders tha t conflict 
w ith ord ers heretofore m ude by the 
sta te of Texas. 
“T he real 
question in 
this case,” 
say s Mr. Denison 
in 
his brief, “is 
w he ther a stute m ay deliberately shut 
out inte rsta te com m erce by the adroit 
m anipulation 
of 
inte rsta te 
freight 
ra te s; 
and w hether, w here this mo­ 
nopoly 
results 
in 
a discrim ination 
a gainst inte rsta te shipm ents, the in­ 
te r s ta te com m erce com m ission 
may 
correct it. 
T he governm ent tak es its 
stand 
squarely on the 
decision of 
Jud ge Sanborn in the M innesota ra te 
cases, deny ing the right of the state 
to regulate w here such regulation dis­ 
crim inates 
against 
inte rsta te 
com ­ 
m erce.” 
T he governm ent's contentions are: 


Power of Congress Supreme. 


F irst—T he pow er of congress under 
the com m erce case extends to every 
act which substantially im poses or af­ 
fects interstate com m erce. T he m eans 
by which such com m erce is affected or 
im peded is im m aterial, if the effect 
itself is substantial. 
S econd— A ra te fixing order m ade 
by a state railroad com m ission with 
the intention to d iscrim inate and act­ 
ually 
d iscrim inating 
against 
inte r­ 
sta te com m erce is void p er suprem e 
court, even in the absence of federal 
action. 
A fortiori is void w here con­ 
gress, 
through 
the 
interstate 
com 
mission, has forbidden such discrim i­ 
nation. 
T hird —T he 
inte rsta te 
com m erce 
com m ission has pow er to regulate ail 
com m erce over which congress Itself 
has jurisd iction; the proviso in the 
first section 
of the Interstate com ­ 
m erce act is a disclaim er, not an ex­ 
ception. 
Any othe r construction would 
se­ 
riously im pair the function of the in­ 
te rs ta te 
com m erce 
comm ission. 
if 
ra te s on traffic betw een tw o term inals 
in the Kami* state are to be exem pt 
from regulation by the Intersta te com­ 
m erce com m ission, 
no 
m a tte r 
how 
m uch they may d iscrim inate against 
inte rs ta te com m erce, such discrim ina­ 
tion will escape regulation altogether. 
It has been expressly decided tha t the 
s ta te cannot regulate them . 
T he sta te rate cases, forty -six in 
num ber, of which the most im portant 
probably is tha t of M innesota, involve 
various phases of the conflict betw een 
sta te 
and 
federal 
authority 
in 
the 
regulation of com m erce.

Free Sugar Provisions. 


W ashington, April 22.— D em ocratic 
forces In charge of tariff legislation in 
the senate slightly y ielded to the de­ 
m ands for hearings upon the tariff 
schedules. 
In addition to the p erm is­ 
sion given all interested p arties to file 
furthe r sta te m e nts w ith the finance 
com m ittee S e na tor Sim m ons conced­ 
ed to a group of W estern senators the 
right to ap p ear and sta te their a rgu­ 
m ents against the free wool and free 
sugar provisions. 
A full m eeting of the senate finance 
com m ittee is to be held. 
Republican 
se na tors 
will 
then 
renew* their de­ 
m ands tha t general open hearings be 
given. 
T he attitud e of the m ajority 
of the D em ocratic m em b ers of the 
com m ittee is against this, however. 
They assert tha t such a course would 
delay tho tariff revision and that no 
a rgum ents would 
be 
brought forth 
tha t have not already ap p eared in the 
hearings 
before 
the house com m it­ 
tee, or in the briefs filed with the 
se na te com m ittee. 
T he senate D em ocratic leaders have 
given up 
hope of 
having 
the bill 
brought into the senate in the form of 
se p a rate schedules. 
It has been d ete r­ 
m ined tha t the m easure will be con­ 
sidered, as a whole bill in the s e n­ 
ate, as it will be in the house. 
T he hearing to be grante d to the 
se na tors from 
tho 
Rock y m ountain 
and Pacific coast sta te s ui>on the wool 
and suga r issues is expected to de­ 
velop the full stre ngth of the opposi­ 
tion to the bill und to give the finance 
committe** definite inform ation as to 
w hether it will be necessary to re­ 
store any of the duty on eithe r of 
these schedules. 


Not Included in Invitation. 


According to Inform ation the Louls- 
iana, N eb rask a and K ansas anti-free 
sugar forces had not been included in 
the invitation given for the finance 
com m ittee hearing. 
Some of the W estern senators will 
present their argum ents against free 
sugar and free wool W ednesday . They 
have not indicated how m uch tim e 
they expect to occupy . 
After a lively tight R epublicans in 
open caucus voted in favor of an ag­ 
gressive constructive tariff cam paign 
during the consideration of the Demo- 
cratic tariff bill. 
By the vote of 62 to 
27 the caucus rejected a resolution 
presented by R ep resentative Moore of 
P ennsy lvania to prevent tho R epub­ 
licans from offering, as party m eas­ 
ures, am end m ents to the Underwood 
bill. 
R epresentative P ay ne of New York , 
author of the present tariff law, led 
the fight against the Moore resolution 
and urged the adoption of a sub stitute 
for the wool schedule of the U nd er­ 
wood hill, which he had presented to 
the R epublicans 
of 
the 
wa>H and 
m eans 
com m ittee. 
, T his 
sub stitute 
bill fixing the rate on pure wool at 1H 
cents a pound and a rranging the d u­ 
ties on the various stages of m anu­ 
factured 
wool at relative com p ensa­ 
tory rates, was adopted by the c a u­ 
cus. 
R ep resentative 
G ard ner 
reported 
that the R epublicans of the w ay s und 
m eans com m ittee w ere not ready to 
subm it a cotton bill and the caucus 
adjourned until T hursd ay night.

W ashington, April 22.—tSpecial.]— I t 
seem s strange tha t there could be such 
a wide difference betw een Am erican 
citizens, all w ork ing for the best inter­ 
ests of the country , as show n In pres­ 
ent nnd proposed tariff legislation. T he 
P ay ne law is thoroughly protective; 
the U nderw ood bill Is not a tariff for 
revenue only m easure, b ut goes a long 
w ay in that direction. 
Moreover, it is 
not a protective m easure, particularly 
regarding ra w m aterials. 
It also goes fa r in the direction a d ­ 
vocated by radicals y ears ago, of a d ­ 
m itting free of duty articles which are 
monopolized in production either by 
p a te nt or business combination. 
T he 
country will have an opportunity to try 
out the different schools of thought re 
garding the tariff, as the differences 
betw een tho P ay ne law. enacted by the 
Republicans, and the Underwood bill, 
which is to be enacted by the D em o­ 
crats. are groat enough to test the m er­ 
its of each sy stem . 


A Little Play 8pell. 
Until the tariff bill received the a p ­ 
proval of the D em ocratic caucus the 
b o u se transacted practically no busi­ 
ness. 
One day it met. and there w as 
nothing 
to do. as usual, and the house 
took half an hour to do it. 
S quab­ 
bling over the selection of a few post- 
office m essengers afforded an opportu­ 
nity to consum e a great deal of time.

Complaints of Mail Service. 
M any com plaints about the mail se rv­

W ilson nom inations in the future and 
at a nothe r m eeting the party program 
will be com pleted. 
It Is expected the 
R epublicans will cente r their opiKisi- 
tion on a num b er of Wilson appoint­ 
m ents, which they believe a re due to 
political influence.
